He was about twenty-fix years of age, 
born in the Liberty of Weſtminſter, and was 
the ſon of a very worthy father, who gave 
him a genteel education, and whilſt he was 
under his care and tuition, brought him up 
in all the principles of Chriſtianity, When he 
left ſchool, his father wanted to put him out 
as an apprentice to whatever buſineſs he 
thought fit: But his inclination was intirely 
for Ya ſea, upon which his father, by proper 
ſolicitations ot him to be a Midſhipman, on 
board one of his Majeſty's frigate's, the latter 
end of the laſt war with France. His behaviour 
on board was very becoming, and he ſerved _ 
with the approbation of all the Officers, being 
greatly beloved and reſpected. Some time 
after he had been on board the frigate, he was 
ſent on board the Prince man of war of 70 
guns, in which ſhip he contiaued dll the war 
was ended,

He began this bad courle of life, as he can- 
feſſed, before he was fixteen years of age, in 
company with ſeveral others, much about his 
own; and that their chief rendezvous was 
in and about the Mint. The firſt exploit, he ſaid, 
he and his companions ever did was picking 


of pockets, and having very good ſucceſs, it 


encouraged them to proceed in this courſe of 


life, till two of his accomplices were taken in 


and about the Borough, and committed to the 


New Gaol, for robbing of ſeveral perſons of 


their handkerchiefs, for which they were tried 


and convicted. | 
On this. unluckly affair, he and his other 
accomplices, were obliged to fly to St. Gites's, 
where they ftayed till the other two were tran- 
rted, when they returned to their old ren- 
ezyous again, and began to practiſe their 
former trade of picking of pockets; but they 
diſagreeing with one another, he faid, they 


parted company, and that he aſter that con-

You may die and be d———— d yourſelf. The 
Baron anſwered in the true ſpirit of an upright 
udge, I am ſhocked for you, and pity you 
but God forbid that any thing you ſay, ſhould 
make me deviate from my duty with regard 
to you. However at laſt he pleaded, and was 
convicted ; and when he was carrying out'of 
court, knocked down the hangman, ſo har- 
dened was his refolution, _ 0 
Whilſt he was in the Stock houſe-priſon; at 
Kingſton, after he was convicted, his beha- 
viour was very notorious, and he ſeemed not any 
ways concerned about his unhappy fituation. 
The other unhappy criminals feemed to be 
much affected at their ſentence, eſpecially 
Scholas and Adams, who ſhed tears, which 
Powditch took little or no notice of. 
Powditch and Adams both. broke the Goal 
and eſcaped, in company with Richard Batt, 
Richard Odehams, john Harman, Acteon 
Greenwell and Richard Broker, but were 
all toon retaken again, excepting Broker, who 
has not yet been taken. 25 coy

After ſentence was paſſed on him, he was 
conducted back to the Stockhouſe Priſon, and 
as he was going from the Court-Houſe thither, 
ſome of the ſpectators could not help degrad- 
ing him with the inhumane and horrid fact, 


for which he had been moſt juſtly convicted 


of, which greatly affected him. 
The following are the particulars of the 
"horrid tranſaction, with an account of his be- 
haviour on the day of execution. 

He had been a lodger in the houſe, and was 
ſuſpected by Mrs. Herne of attempting to rob 
them, which the informed her hutband of, who 
turned him out of his houſe: It is ſuppoſed he 
committed the murder out of revenge; he at- 
tempted to conceal himſelf in the houſe the 
Night before, as the man and his wife were from 
home, but was prevented by ſome neighbours 
taking charge of it in their abſence. The 


| morning the ſhocking affair happened, Mr. 


Herne left his wife in bed about a quarter after 
fix, to go to Lord Clive's gardens to work ; he 
loft the door of his houſe unlocked, which was 
obſerved by this villian, who immediately went 
up to her chamber, and cut her throat in a moſt 
dreadful manner, fo as nearly to fever her head 
from her body, then laid her on the floor, 


covered with the bed cloaths, left the young 


child naked in the bed, rifled the drawers, and 
made his eſcape. The poor woman not being 
up ſo ſoon as ufual, her next door neighbour, 
"between nine and ten o'clock, went to know 
the reaſon, found Mrs. Herne as beſore-men- 
tioned, and the poor infant crying in bed. 
The Ruſſian being obſerved to come out of the 

houſe that morning, ſeveral went immeiliately 
in purſuit after him; he was taken at Godal-
